He limped around 
as though he had stepped on his foot 
or turned it, and no one realized that 
lie had badly injured his right hand, 
although 
it was suspected

have been injured. 
Gans stated after the fight that Nel­ 
son intentionally fouled. 
He said he 
knew he could finish 
Nelson as he 
was comparatively strong and Nelson 
was growing weaker all the time. 
“Parry” 
Sullivan 
announced

Gans that he would meet Nelson in 
two weeks in another fight as he was 
sure he could whip him and did not 
want to toke advantage of the foul.

Is hardly probable, however, that the 
men will meet again in that time. 


Afraid of Tiring Himself. 


Gans explained his course of battle 
by saying that be did not want to box 
Nelson for fear of tiring himself. He 
found early in the game that he could 
protect himself in clinches and abo 
realized that the exertion in fighting 
that way was much less than if he 
stood back and did some showy box­ 
ing. 
He was hitting Nelson all the 
time aril maneuvering so as to make 
the Dane do most of the work. 
The first fifteen rounds of the fight 
were very fast. 
After that the men 
flowed up and only at intervals was 
there a rally. 
Although Gans was far 
ahead of Nelson in points and most of 
♦he time looked like 
a sure winner, 
Nelson put tip a wonderful fight on his 
side. 
The endurance 
and recupera­ 
tive powers shown by Nelson were ex­ 
traordinary. 
Time 
and time 
again 
Gans wou'd jolt bim on the taw, send­ 
ing the Dane back. 
His knees would 
bend and 
his eyes become 
glazed, 
but he always fell into a clinch and 
held on «.nd would 
th en com 
back 
fighting as hard as ever iii his own 
peculiar style. 
The m inu te ’s rest at 
the corner always did him good and 
he would come up fresh and strong. 


On nearly half a dozen occasions when 
it s"emed another blow would put the

Nel­ 
son apparently had the advantage. He 
would hit.
